u-is giv^n in ttrusirova ns^r tiotolov (R51/P58). About 160 of the best shots of 
the division were sent to Hruskova to take the course, which was designed to train 
snipers to pick off enemy troops in leading positions. During the course a special 
Gel “ v ' n autocratic rifle, model 43N, wa s used with German or 1'eopta model 48 tele- 
scopes. Training was givvi in firing at fixed and moving targets at distances 
of from 200 to 600 meters. 


2. The officer in charge of the snipers course was Staff Captain Gech, CO of an 

infantry battalion* unit no. 1102, in Bor (050/M31) near Tabor.* Cech had repre- 
sented Czechoslovakia in the Olympic games in London. His deputy was Lt. Podlejculr, 
a Ukrainian who had been a snirar in the Red Army during World War II.
